Substantial Savings 
in Town Coal Cost 


A very substantial saving in the cost of 
the town’s coal will be made this year, ac- 
cording to bids opened at a joint meeting of 
selectmen, school board and B. P. W. last 
night. Cross Coal company was awarded 
the contract for 730 tons, more or less, of nut 
and slack for the Central school plant at the 
low figure of $5.62, and for 842 tons, more or 
less, of New River bituminous for the other 
schools, the town house, fire stations, and 
infirmary at $6.38 and for the pumping sta- 
tion at $6.25. 

These figures, on the school requirements 
alone, represent a saving of nearly $1500 
over the same quantity of coal if last year’s 
price had prevailed. 

Bids on fifty tons of hard coal for the 
library were rejected, it being felt that the 
price might be lower after May 1. 

Bids were received from the Andover Coal 
Co., B. L, McDonald Co., and the D’Urso 
company of Lawrence. The Cross figures 
were all low.

Henry Cabot Lodge, accompanied by the 
head of the Beverly Red Cross, drove a 
truck load of blankets and clothing to Ando- 
ver.

ELECTRICITY FAILS 


Thursday night crews from the electric 
company were doing their utmost to main- 
tain the current, especially in Shawsheen 
square where it was expected at three Friday 
morning that the lights would go any minute, 
At five minutes past seven the lights failed 
all over town, aad the town remained without 
electricity until about eleven Saturday night

These days, especially, all of us spend 
considerable time and devote equally as 
much thought in making up our minds 
as to whom we want elected and finally 
voting for that person. Once we send, 
however, a representative to Congress 
in Washington or to our State House in 
Boston, most of us leave him entirely 
alone to vote and act as he believes ex- 
pedient, and all too often for his own 
political expediency, or, rather, self- 
perpetuity.

Fire departments from other towns 
have been more than generous in allow- 
ing the use of their men and equipment 
both in pumping out cellars and in 
pumping water to Lawrence and North 
Andover. Among the communities loan- 
ing apparatus and men were Reading, 
North Reading, Danvers, Winchester, 
and Boston, while the Melrose fire de- 
partment’s donation of lighting equip- 
ment for the two lightless nights was a 
very much needed contribution. Read- 
ing’s selectmen were very helpful, and 
at one time Reading also loaned its 
ambulance. 


The 167th Company, C.C.C, on 
Monday morning sent their entire force 
of men into Shawsheen village to assist 
in cleaning up the streets, houses and 
yards. The town officials have been 
loud in their praise of the way that the 
company handled this work. It has 
resulted in a considerable saving to the 
property-owner and the town treasury. 

Phillips academy as usual was eager 
to do its share; it did more than its 
share. Housing facilities: were offered 
the dehoused families, and the Com- 
mons served more or less as a communi- 
ty dining hall for a while. 


There were many other donations of 
services and facilities. Particularly note- 
worthy are the efforts of the large staff 
of volunteers, persons who had no 
interest, official or personal, in the flood 
aside from wanting to help those who 
were less fortunate than they them- 
selves. They pitched in, helped wher- 
ever help was needed. They moved 
furniture, stock of business houses, 
even families. A number of private 
families took in some of the refugees, 
strangers for the most part. 

Our local public utilities are to be 
praised for the way in which they bat- 
tled against overwhelming odds, Par- 
ticularly laudable was the telephone 
company’s service. On Thursday the 
load at the local exchange was very 
large, and it increased on Friday when 
because of the lack of power the com- 
pany had to set up a generator to keep 
the current going. With communication 


impossible, the girls at the Andover 
exchange did a really remarkable job of 
providing 
service. 


service, efficient, courteous 

Our doctors gave their services free 
of charge in the inoculation clinic. The 
Legion, V.F.W. and British Veterans 
assisted in guarding the town during 
the lightless nights. Our boy scouts were 
used on official errands. The local Red 
Cross workers were kept busy, and a 
grand job they did. They helped feed 
the workers, and they helped collect 
clothing, enough to take care of the 
town for several floods. The value of 
the American Red Cross was certainly 
brought home to Andover this past 
week. Throughout the nation today 
there are communities hit far. worse 
than Andover was or ever could be, and 
our town has been asked by the Red 
Cross to subscribe $375 to add to the 
flood relief fund. Andover should show 
its appreciation for the fine work here 
by subscribing much more than its 
very low quota. 


It has been a pleasure watching the 
co-operation, the spirit of helpfulness 
which has dominated the whole town 
in this emergency. We can’t do much 
when it sends its 
rivers on a rampage, but the kind of 
human nature displayed here during 
the past week can do much to offset any 
disaster, 


Remember the Red Cross 


Andover has been asked by the Amer- 
ican Red Cross to contribute a total of 
at least $375 for flood relief work. Very 
little need be said about the value of 
the Red Cross work; if you haven't 
seen concrete examples of it yourself 
here in Andover during the past week, 
ask someone in Lawrence, 
Haverhill. Too often remarks are made 
at the time of a Red Cross drive that 
the money is just being taken out of 
Andover and spent somewhere else. 
The maintenance of a Red Cross nurse 
here is alone sufficient to justify any

and preparations were made to pump water 
into the Lawrence system. By Tuesday the 
local fire engines were all busy, either pump 
ing water to Lawrence or pumping out 
cellars, and apparatus was loaned by Read 
ing, North Reading, Danvers, Winchester, 
and Boston. At that time Andover was sup- 
plying Lawrence with 1,366,000 gallons per 
day. Combination three was at the Lawrence 
line on North Main street pumping from one 
hydrant to the other a total of 488,000 gal- 
lons per day. A Boston combination pumped 
from the corner of Lowell and Chandler 
roads through 900 feet of hose to the Mt. 
Vernon street main in Lawrence. This was 
delivering a half a millions gallon daily. The 
Winchester combination stationed near Wil- 
son’s corner pumped through 700 feet of hose 
into a North Andover hydrant, helping out 
the pressure in North Andover which was 
also helping Lawrence. The Vanvers appar- 
atus was filling in at the station, and had to 
help in North Andover Tuesday noon when 
fire badly damaged the residence of Archie 
Bolton on Chestnut street. The Reading and 
North Reading engines helped in pumping 
out homes in Shawsheen village. 
GUARD AGAINST TYPHOID 
Several precautions were taken to protect 
the health of the town from diseases threat- 
ening to come from the flooded areas. On 
Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
the doctors of the town donated their services 
for free inoculations at the Legion rooms, and 
over 500took advantage of this opportunity to 
jmmunize themselves against typhoid fever. 
Saturday morning a medical officer of the 
National Guard requested that an order be 
issued to have the townspeople boil the 
water before drinking. The selectmen issued 
the order and Boy Scouts assisted in trans- 
mitting it to the residents. Other persons 
were contacted by ’phone 


taking the circuitous and none-too-pleasant 
route up Beacon street. State highwaymen 
worked to keep the worst places patched up, 
and there were no accidents, although sev 
eral trucks went over the side of the road and 
nearly tipped onto their sides. Traffic all 
day Saturday and Sunday was very heavy 
Late Saturday night Shawsheen square was 
opened to one-way traffic and in the morning 
to two-way traffic, On Sunday evening, after 
the flooded sections of North Main street 
had been cleaned and inspected, traffic 
straight through was allowed | 


Friday and Saturday nights found Andover , 
devoid of lights. Homes used candles and 
where available old-fashioned lamps. Flash- 
lights were very much in evidence. Drug 
stores remained open by the use of candles 
and lanterns, although the lack of electricity 
and heating methods prevented the sale of 
such things as milk shakes and the making of 
syrups for sundaes. Transportation facilities 
from Lawrence were so bad that tonics did 
not get through. 


Andover square was illuminated by sev- 
eral large searchlights loaned by the Melrose 
fire department, while light was also supplied 
the town house and police station by a small 
generator also loaned bv Melrose 


Oil heaters run by electricity were made 
useless. The local Western Union office’s 
machine could not be used and Arthur Janes, 
operator, had to resort to the old-time single 
key to send the many messages which came 
in Friday. By Saturday the office had be- 
come so cold that he was operating with 
gloves on. 


PHONE SERVICE IMPAIRED 

The local telephone exchange had to rely 
onacharger set up in the rear of the Musgrove 
building to maintain enough power for tele- 
phone service. About one o'clock Friday 
afternoon telephone service to Lawrence 
went out because of the failure of the cables 
running over the O'Leary bridge in Law 
rence, Service to Haverhill, Lowell and other 
points reached through these exchanges 
was cut off. The exchange was deluged with 
calls on both Thursday and Friday. Service 
to Lawrence was resumed Sunday. Many 
telephones in Shawsheen went out of order. 


NATIONAL GUARD ARRIVES 

Friday evening a National guard unit from 
Salem arrived in Andover to help police the 
lightless town. Members of the local patri 
otic organizations also assisted. Charles R. 
Scott, superintendent of the grounds at Phil- 
lips academy and former Amesbury police 
chief, occupied the desk at the police station. 
The National Guard made its headquarters 
at the Peabody house. Lieut. Gallagher had 
a transmitting outfit there and two cars with 
shortwave radios received orders from him, 
thus facilitating the work of handling the 
flood. Registry officials also assisted at the 
police station. 

DIVER NEARLY DROWNED 

Friday night a near drowning occurred 
above the bridge on Haverhill street when a 
raft carrying a diver and equipment tipped, 
spilling him into the water without his helmet 
on. On Friday morning a water main had 
broken at the Shawsheen power plant, and 
the diver was planning to go down to shut off 
the main in order that water could be sup- 
slied the city of Lawrence whose filter beds 
fad been submerged by the Merrimack. He 
had been down once, and he was sitting on 
the edge of the raft without his helmet on 
when the crudely constructed affair tipped 
to one side and he went in. Three assistants 
went in too, as did Charles T. Gilliard, super- 
intendent of the Board of Public Works; 
William D. MclIntyre, chairman of the 


Later in the day, however, the order was 
rescinded. The board of health and Joseph 
A. McCarthy, state analyst of water, stated 
that the boiling was not needed of Andover 
water. 

On Wednesday morning the Shawsheen 
mills were able to resume operations. One or 
two minor departments were working at the 
Marland mills yesterday, and most of the 
departments will be operating again Monday,

Let’s move the Marland mill dam down 
to the Lawrence line just in case the Merri- 
mack starts to go into reverse again.
